11. THE CHOEPHOROE OF AESCHYLUS 
3:30 p. m.— The Theatre of the Music Building 
The Choephoroe or Libation Pourers is the second play in the only trilogy pre¬ 
served to us from the Athenian stage. The story, which was the subject of plays by 
Sophocles and Euripides as well as Aeschylus, is one of hereditary guilt. Atreus had 
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sown the first seeds of sin by his murder of the children of Thyestes; and Aga¬ 
memnon, son of Atreus, had sacrificed his daughter, Iphigenia, to his ambition. The 
results are unfolded in the Oresteia, Aeschylus’ great trilogy. 

In the first play— Agamemnon —Clytemnestra, wife of Agamemnon, aided by her 
lover, Aigisthos, murders her husband on his victorious return from Troy after a 
long absence, partly to conceal her adultery, pardy in revenge for Agamemnon’s sins 
against her. She glories in her crime, and she and Aigisthos rule in Argos until the 
return of her son, Orestes, whom she had exiled in his early youth. He, commanded 
by Apollo to avenge the murder of his father, and aided by his sister, Electra, kills 
his mother and Aigisthos, and so incurs the blood guilt of his house. This event in 
the story is set forth in the Choephoroe-, in the third play, the Eumenides, Orestes 
after being pursued by furies, who symbolize the workings of remorse, is finally 
purged of his guilt after long wandering, because of the justice of the deed, the gods’ 
command, and his expiation; and the Furies or Erinyes become the Eumenides or 
Beneficent Ones.
